For several y ears the Indiana 
Farm Bureau has advocated the 
tapping of new sources for g ov­

An affidavit of forg ery ag ainst 
Willard Anderson, alias Ray An­ 
derson, of Williamstown, has 
been dismissed in Justice Stech’s 
court by Prosecutor William F.

Time is the crucible which offers the acid test 
of greatness. Those who survive the criticisms 
the m arch of progress and the forgetfulness of 
deserved praise, and are still highly honored, are 
truly great. 
The passing of the y ears has only served to 
hallow the memory of Lincoln and enhance his 
greatness. His name, his principles and his great 
service to his country seem to stand cut more 
clearly each succeeding anniversaiy . 
His was the ty pe of rugged Americanism, un­ 
swerving ideals, and courage of purpose which 
leaves us the highest standard of character to 
which to aspire. Never was their a leader of his 
country whose problems weighed more heavily 
on his shoulders than did those which burdened 
Lincoln. A great nation was divided against 
itself. The very foundations of its existence weie 
sorely threatened. 
Yet w ith every ounce of 
strength and mite of wisdom, Lincoln canied on, 
preserving the nation for future glories then not 
even dream ed of. 
Let us then reverence his memory on the com- 
ing anniversary of his birth, remembering tha t 
his heritage is a rich blessing to us.

BEHIND THE HALO OF ROMANCE 
A New York er whose son ran away to join the 
French Foreign Legion is try ing to start a move­ 
m ent to debunk that famous outfit. 
The Legion has glamour. A halo of romance 
hangs about its very name. Ardent y oung men 
have traveled thousands of miles to join it. And 
this New York er believes that if the true facts 
about the Legion were k nown they wouldn’t be 
so eager. 
Th average Legionnaire, he say s, leads a pretty 
tough life. His lot is filled with hardships; poor 
food, iron discipline, long marches, much road- 
building, back -break ing toil of the k ind tha t 
would cause a strik e in any day -labor gang in 
the United States. The New York er wants these 
facts publicized. 
All of this may be perfectly true; but in try ing 
to debunk the Legion by calling attention to its 
hardships this gentlem an seems to be following 
a course that is hardly sound psy chologically . 
Most of us love our ease, to be sure; but the 
really 
popular 
and rom antic callings, oddly 
enough, have very often been ones loaded down 
to the gunwale with the most oppressive hard- 


The cowboy , even in the old day s, did more 
blister-producing hard work in a week than most 
of us have to do in a y ear. The old-tim e sailor 
was ground down under a routine which, as one 
of the survivors of those day s has testified, would 
have caused a revolt in any penitentiary in the 
land. The prospector endured hunger and thirst, 
tram ped innum erable miles over rough country 
and brok e open m ountains of solid rock w ith a 
pick -ax; the trapper walk ed his legs off, froze 
his toes periodically and lived in a chilly cabin 
on an unvary ing diet of beans, bacon and flap­ 
jack s.

Had the G erm ans 
been alert to exploit the surprise to the full,!
